“Beginning in 1920 it ts impossible 
to find a single instance m which 
Paddock ran as slow as 10s. fiat in 
competition. Including the college 
season of 1921 and 1923, the Hawalian 
tour of 1922 and the open competition 
in 24, 23, "26 and 27, Paddock has 
always run 9 4-5«. or better. During 
the same period there are but two 
22-flat 220 races listed, all others be- 
ing under even time. 

At a rough estimate for these seven 
years of running there were approxi- 
mately fifty 100-yard races and about 
thirty 220-yard races. The 100-yard 
races under 9 4-56. are as follows: 
1921, five; 1922, five; 1923, three; 1924, 
two: 1925, two, and 1926, six. Thus 
far this season Charley has run the 
century twice tn competition, each 
time doing 9 4-5s. He has been in 
two furlong races, one being 21 4-5s. 
and the other 21 2-88. 

“With all tue credit to Parsons for 
ibis marvelous sprinting in a time 
) when sprinting was not as easy as it 
| ts now, tt does seem that Paddock’s 
| record is the more outstanding and 
just as consistent... Seven years of 
| competition with hut a lone 100-yard 
below 10 flat! Thats a record 


worth shooting at. And the wonder 
of it all is that Paddock ts still go- 
ing strong. He shows no sign of 
do some real training during the next 
two months ts likely to erase that 
220-yard mark of 20.55. now held by 
Roland Locke. The movies keep the 
sprint king pretty busy right now as 
he ts working on a feature entitied 
“The American Boy.” but t is un- 
likely that even such a fascinating 
calling as the screen can keep Char- 
ley away from the track for very 
long. After all he's an athiete first 
and he has an athiete’s love of the 
game and it will be some time de- 
fore he retires.”

Mr. Bordosi says that the whole story of 
why what we eat, wear and otherwise com- 
monly consume costs so,much more than 
did back in the 70% and °80’s—the times 


in 1870 and 24,481,905 in 1920, while the 
number engaged in distribution increased 
from 1,191,238 in 1870 to 10,433,102 in 1920, 
and at the present is still higher in each 
case. 


A leading factor in the high cost of com- 
modities, the same authority points out, is 
the compensation of salesm@m and other dis- 
tributors which has greatly increased. They 
enjoy a greater and greater premium as 
business attaches more ‘and more impor- 
tance to distribution and less and less to 
production. 

It is easily seen why this is so. The rea- 
son is found in the keener competition of 
these times which sete a high premium up- 
on the making of saleg. Everybody knows 
what production means, but distribution is 
another story and is not so easily under- 
stood by the average retail buyer. It has 
to do with wages, transportation, rent, in- 
terest and profit. One heard little about 
the problem of distribution during the twen- 
ty years immediately succeeding the Civil 
War. In those years the demand for manu- 
factured goods was in excess of the pro- 
duction, and all the manufacturer had to 
do was to make, deliver and collect. The 
entire effort was to devise improved meth- 
ods of mechanical production. But today, 
as Frederick Boyd Stevenson, another eco- 
nomic writer, points out, “the big problem 
of the manufacturer is not producing the 
goods, bu: in finding markets and distribut- 
ing the goods.” In other words, industry 
is no longer g to find out how to pro- 
duce, but how to market profitably what it 
produces. 

But granted that this high-pressure mar- 
keting has been developed in recent years, 
as it certainly has developed, who is to 
tell us how the pressure can be reduced 
along with what are termed its wastes? 
One hardly sees the solution of the prob 


lem in Mr. Bordosi’s suggestion that pro- 


duction be made subservient to consump- 
tion,” for here is a task of such magnitude 
that it staggers che imagination. Besides, 
other factors enter into the equation, and 
one of them is the fact that the capital in- 
vested in manufactures in this country 
grew from $1,694,567,015 m 1870 to $44,466,- 
593,771 m 1920 and ig probably more than 
$50,000,000,000 today. 

Capitalists are not going to let their in- 
vestments shrink away under the wand of 
some economic magician who says, “Let 
production be subservient to consumption.” 
They will persist in working along their 
present lines of activity, always in the hope 
of inereased consun.ption.
